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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Application Number 09/832, 373 was filed on 04/11/2001. Claims 1-5 are subject 
to examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chivaluri 
(US 5, 872,931). 

Referring to claim 1, 

The reference teaches a network administration system for triggering commands in 
response to receipt of error logs from network devices and applications (Abstract), 
comprising: 

a user interface for programming execution sets of said commands in association 
with predetermined ones of said error logs; and (col.2, lines 6-37) 

program means for receiving said error logs and for each of said predetermined 
ones of said error logs triggering execution of said commands in said execution sets. 
(col.2, lines 38-54) 
Referring to claim 2, 

The reference teaches the network administration system of claim 1, wherein said user 
interface provides ordered execution of multiple commands associated with said error 
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logs in accordance with user preference, (col.6, lines 28-50). 
Referring to claim 3, 

The reference teaches the network administration system of claim 1 , wherein said user 
interface and program means are implemented within one of said network devices. 
(Fig.3, elements 340 and 344). 
Referring to claim 4, 

Claim 4 is a claim to method steps that are carried by the system claim 1 . Therefore 
claim 4 is rejected for the reasons set forth for claiml . 
Referring to claim 5, 

The reference teaches the method of claim 4, wherein said steps of receiving said error 
logs and for each of said predetermined ones of said error logs triggering execution of 
said commands in said execution sets further comprise the steps of: a) detecting an 
execution set associated with a received error log; and b) executing each successive 
command in said execution set. (Fig.5, col.5, line 56 thru col.6, line 50).
